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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts that Tiedemann does not 
disclose substituting "attempting a cell change" with "cell change failure message." Examiner, respectfully, disagrees. Tiedemann 
discloses that, after a base station has determined that a handover is required, the base station will transmit to the mobile station a list of 
possible candidate base stations for handover (col. 10, lines 5-37). The mobile station will measure the energy of the pilot of each base 
station on the list and then report back to the base station whether or not it is possible for the mobile station to connect to a particular 
candidate (col. 10, lines 5-37). The base station will then send to the mobile unit a list of active base stations with which the mobile 
station can perform handover (col. 10, lines 5-37). Here, the report by the mobile station to the base station regarding whether or not it is 
possible for the mobile station to connect to a candidate base station is equivalent to a "cell change failure message." Further, this 
message is sent before any attempt at handover, such that the message is sent instead of "attempting a cell change." Therefore, 
Examiner maintains that Tiedemann teaches substituting "attempting a cell change" with "cell change failure message". 
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
